Move to Delay Gasoline Rationing 
For 3 Months Gains in House 


Banking Committee 


Gets Resolution For 
Three-Man Board to Make Survey 
of Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP).— 
A congressional campaign to post- 
pone the nationwide rationing of 
gasoline, now scheduled to start on 
Dec. 1, was reported by its back- 
ers today to have gained ‘strength 
in influential quarters. 

Without disclosing the names of 
more than 20 Congressmen he said 
had assured him of support, Rep- 
resentative Johson (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, said there was “a splendid 
chance” for an early hearing on a 
resolution he introduced yesterday 
to set up a three-man board to 
study the petroleum situation. 
Johnson’s resolution would fore- 
stall nationwide application of 
gasoline rationing for three months 
to give the board a chance to com- 
plete a survey. It was referred to 
the Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee, several members of which have 
been outspokenly opposed to ex- 
tension of rationing into areas 
having plentiful supplies. 

The board proposed by Johnson 
would be similar to the Baruch 
committee which recently com- 
pleted a study of the rubber situa- 
tion. Its three members, to be ap- 
pointed by the President, would 
represent agriculture, industry and 
the petroleum business. 

“IT have received considerably 
more support from the members 
than I anticipated,” Johnson said. 
Ever since announcement was 
made that gasoline rationing would 
be extended from the 17 Eastern 
states to'the entire nation, Western 
and Midwestern representatives, 
along with some from the South, 
have protested almost daily in the 
House that the move would unnec- 
essarily inconvenience residents of 
those areas. Theey argued, more- 
over, that rationing would put 
many oil companies out of business 
and would seriously curtail petro- 
leum production at a time when it 
is needed most. 

Representative Arends (Rep.), 


Illinois, told the House yesterday 


he believed “fair consideration” 
had not been given the problem. 

“This question is more far-reach- 
ing than some people think,” 
Arends said, “and I am pleased 
that other members of this House 
are raising their voices.” 

Nationwide rationing, said Rep- 
resenttative Bennett (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, would be “neither wise nor 
necessary because we have no 
shortage of gasoline.” 

“It is time,” asserted Bennett, 
“that the people’s representatives 
in Congress should tell some 
bureaucrats that we have a war 
to win and that it can’t be done by 
drying up sources of revenue and 
destroying the morale of the peo- 
ple, Thousands of people are for- 
tunate enough to have good tires. 
They are thrifty and sensible 
enough volutarily to conserve them. 
Unless they are permitted to carry 
on as a free people are entitled to 
do, many small businesses will be 
unnecessarily destroyed and thou- 
sands made jobless.” 

Representative Wickersham 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, has introduced 
a resolution providing that gaso- 
line rationing shall not be extend- 
ed at any time to states or areas 
in which an adequate supply ex- 
ists. 

A reduction in the value of basic 
gasoline ration coupons from four 
gallons to three gallons in the 17 
Eastern Seaboard states has been 
approved at least tentatively by 
the Office of.-Price Administration, 
an informed Government source 
said today. The reduction -is ex- 
pected to be announced shortly 
along with additional measures to 
save fuel oil, he said. 

The cut in gasoline rations will 
apply only to the Atlantic Coast 
states whose supply is affected by 
acute shortages of transportation, 
and is not expected to affect the 
four-gallon basic ration to be in- 
stituted Dec. 1 in the rest of the 
country. 


PLENTY OF TURKEYS 
FOR THANKSGIVING, 
BUT PRICE IS HIGHER 


Cést to Be About 10 Cents a 
Pound Above Last Year, 
Dealers Report. 


Turkeys will be plentiful for ci- 
Vilian consumption this Thanks- 
giving, Nov. 26, St. Louis poultry 
dealers told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today, but they foresee an 
increase of about 10 cents a pound 
over last year’s prices and the pos- 
sibility of a last-minute shortage 
of dressed fowl. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion recently placed ceilings on 
turkeys, but the confusion among 
poultry raisers and dealers in in- 
terpreting the complicated price 
formulas delayed market — ship- 
ments, dealers asserted.¢ 

The shipments, however, have in- 
creased considerably this week, the 
dealers declared, and the supply 
of hve fowl should be ample, al- 
though the wholesalers and retail- 
ers, both short of- employes be- 
cause or the war, might be hard 
put to provide enough dressed tur- 
keys if the consumer demand is 
particularly heavy next week. 

Estimates on the probable retail 
price of Thanksgiving turkeys, 
grade A, dressed hens and toms, 
range from 45 to 50 cents a pound. 
For this and lower grades it will 
be about 10 cents a pound more 
than last year. 

OPA ceilings, calculated mainly 
from present market prices at five 
basing points, will permit these in- 
creases. The price ceilings, how- 
ever, will vary from dealer to deal- 
er and retailer to retailer because 
they provide for percentage mark- 
ups according to the number of 
intermediate steps in getting the 
turkey from the producer to the 
consumer. 

Government orders are large and, 
as one poultry man put it, .with 
the remark that he didn’t feel he 
was giving away a military secret: 
“The soldiers are certainly going 
to have their share of turkey.”

In that case large 
kickbacks were uncovered by SEC 
investigators: Frank J. Boehm, 
executive vice-president, is serving 
a five-year sentence for perjury 
for statements to SEC examiners; 
Albert C. Laun, vice-president and 
lobbyist, has served a year for per- 
jury; and Fred J, Martin, former 
rural sales agent, was placed on 
probation on a perjury charge. In 
addition, Louis H. Egan, former 
president, was sentenced to two 
years for conspiracy to violate the 
corrupt practices section of the 
Holding Company Act. 

It was the SEC’s record of inves- 
tigation in the Union Electric case 
that was largely responsible for the 
President’s order of last April des- 
ignating the commission as the 
agency to dig into the books of 
certain companies having war con- 
tracts. This was followed vy two 
specific orders calling for examina- 
tion of records of Cohen’s com- 
panies. 

Jacob Perlman, former president 
of the Manayunk Construction Co.

White House Brain Truster who 
has for several years been engaged 
in the highly lucrative practice of 
law in Washington. 

Cohen also had the services of 
the firm of Dempsey & Koplovitz. 
Dempsey was at one time general 
counsel for the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission and his fa- 
ther, John J. Dempsey, was a mem- 
ber of the Maritime Commission. 
Koplovitz, a former St, Louisan, 
formerly was Dempsey’s assistant 
at the Communications Commis- 
sion. Another Cohen lawyer was 
Charles West, former Ohio Con- 
gressman and former Under Sec- 
retary of the Interior. 

Officials of the Savannah Port 
Authority were told that the Mari- 
time Commission approved Cohen 
alone among all those who sought 
the right to construct shipyards 
at the Georgia port.

From 
February, 1937, to November, 1939, 
Scott was a member of the United 
States naval mission to Brazil, Up- 
on returning to this country he as- 
sumed command of a cruiser which 
was followed by duty in the office 
of the Chief of Naval Operations 
until last June. 

Young a Hero of Pearl Harbor. 

Capt. Young, whose death was 
announced with that of Admiral 
Scott, was awarded the Medal of 
Honor for heroism at Pearl Har- 
bor. His ship was moored along- 
side the battleship Arizona, and an 
explosion on the battleship blew 
him overboard, Capt. Young had 
been on the bridge of his ship, as- 
suming personal command of an 
anti-aircraft gun. 

Young, then a commander, swam 
back to his ship through burning 
oil, and “with extreme coolness 
and calmness,” moved his ship to 
anchorage away from the blazing 
Arizona. 

Capt. Young completed his work 
at the Naval Academy in 1916 and 
during the World War served on 
the battleship Connecticut, After 
the war he qualified as a subma- 
rine officer and was in submarine 
service until 1923. There followed 
several years of duty at the Navy 
Department in Washington and 
assignments at sea, and in June, 
1981, he joined the battleship New 
York, subsequently becoming first 
lieutenant of that ship. 

He then commanded the U. 8. 8S. 
Evans for two years and followed 
that with duty at the headquarters 
of the Eleventh Naval District in 
San Diego from March, 1935, until 
March, 1937, when he assumed com- 
mand of Submarine Divistion 7 
with additional duty in 10938 as 
commander of an experimental di- 
vision. In May, 1939, Capt. Young 
reported for duty as executive of- 
ficer of the submarine base at New 
London, Conn.,, and in 1941 re 
turned to service at sea, 


CALLAGHAN’S SHIP 
SANK TWO OF FOE’S 


PEARL HARBOR, T. H., Nov. 
17 (AP).—Rear Admiral Daniel J. 
Callaghan, former naval aid to 
President Roosevelt, was killed in 
action aboard the cruiser he com- 
manded during a successful night 
engagement against superior Jap- 
anese forces off Savo Island on 
Nov, 13, Vice-Admiral W. F. Hal- 
sey, commander of the South Pa- 
cific area, reported yesterday. 

Admiral Callaghan was com- 
mander of a task force which at- 
tacked Japanese battleships, cruis- 
ers and destroyers screening a 
large body of transports attempt- 
ing to land troops on Guadalcanal. 

Calfaghan's flagship first shelled 
an enemy cruiser, which blew up, 
and then closed at 2000 with 
a battleship on which it écored 18 
hits with its main battery. The 
flagship also sank a destroyer. 

During night action, Admiral 
Callaghan’'s flagship received sev- 
eral i4-inch shell hits from an 
enemy battleship. These wrecked 
the bridge and other parts of the 
superstructure. It was in this 
phase of the action that Callaghan 
was killed. He was buried at sea.

Washington, D. C. 


Gentlemen: 


We have the National War Labor Board’s order of Novem- 
ber 5.* | 


‘In this order the board demands that Montgomery Ward 
J Company enter into a contract establishing a form of closed 
shop called “maintenance of membership,” together with a check- 
off of union dues from wages. Under this form of closed shop, 
the employees who are members of the union would not be free 

_ .to resign from the union without being discharged, and Wards 
would not besfree to retain a competent worker who had resigned 
from the union. This making of union membership a condition 
of employment is the essence of the closed shop, whantves form 

it may take. “Maintenance of membership” is the starting 


phase which inevitably leads to the full closed shop. 


The President of the United States is quoted as having said,

The War Labor Board, 
in name only, is composed of representatives of the unions, of 
industry, and of the public.’ The union representatives are men 
chosen for leadership by the unions, and have actually protected 
the interests of the unions. On the other hand, neither industry 
nor the public have had any voice in the selection of those who 
presumably represent them. By their decisions, the supposed 
representatives of industry and of the public have, because of 
inexperience, prejudice or lack of understanding, abandoned the 


interests of those whom they were appointed to represent. 


Under the Constitution, Congress is the sole law-making 
authority. If closed shops and compulsory arbitration are to be- 
come requirements upon employers, it is Congress and not the 
War Labor Board which should make them so. Congress has

the things it demands of Wards. Accordingly, Wards rejects the 
order of the board.

POLITICAL INTERLUDE 
IN NORTH AFRICA 


HE military situation is not yet 
Clarified in North Africa and 
until it is, the political situation 
will also, probably, remain obscure. 

That the United States will con- 


tribute to setting up a new Vichy : 


in Africa is quite out of the ques- 
tion, whatever indications may be 
in broadcasts emanating from Ad- 
miral Darlan. The situation, in- 
deed, has its comic elements. Dar- 
lan as Machiavelli seems to have 
become entangled in hisown Mach- 
iavellianism. And, speaking of 
Machiavelli, the thought of Hull 
in this role brings a broad smile 
to one’s face. 
* . . 

The policy of the United States 
is not clarified in all details, but 
it is certainly clarified in essen- 
tials. We are, for instance, com- 
mitted to the Four Freedoms. That 
must mean that we can never put 
our military might behind a para- 
Fascist government. 

So, when Admiral Darlan tries to 
set himself up as the civil author- 
ity in North and West Africa, one 
only has to look.at his record and 
ask oneself whether this is the 
kind of France that America in- 
tends to liberate and support. 
There can only be one answer to 
that: I don’t believe it. There is 
nothing in the mentality of Roose- 
velt, Churchill or Hull that would 
welcome that kind of regime; the 
American people would not stand 
for it; and, even more importantly, 
neither would the French, 


* ¢ * 
OW the only reason’ the ques- 
tion arises is that, on the Al- 

giers radio, now in contro] of the 

American forces, Admira} Darlan 

and Gen.’Auguste Nogues have an- 

nounced that the former “assumes 
full responsibility for French in- 
terests in Africa” with “the ap- 
proval of thé. American authorities 
with whom [ intend to guarantee 
the defense of North Africa.” He 
ended this statement with “Long 
live the Marshal!”—after which, if 


reports are accurate, it was repu-| 


diated by the Marshal. 

In this, Darlan is acting toward 
us as Petain acted toward Ger- 
many. The base of whatever 
power he may have at the moment 
is an armistice. Whether he has 
any real power at all is doubtful. 
He cannot, apparently, command 
the French fleet. 

It was logical that when, in 
1940, France capitulated to a Fas- 
cist power, Fascist-minded men 
like Petain and Darlan should be 
recognized as a French collabora- 
tionist Government, obviously 
with, the function to keep down 
the French people. But there is no 
logic in our celebrating a victory 
by recognizing the same Govern- 
ment. Things don’t turn out that 
way. 


* * * 
Vichy France, under the promi- 
nent leadership of Admiral Darlan, 
was a pallid beige Nazism. It abol- 
ished the motto of “Liberty, Equal- 
ity and Fraternity”; it destroyed 
every vestige of popular govern- 
ment; it staged the Riom trials; it 
turned over to Hitler, Mussolini 
and Franco anti-Fascist refugees; 
it instituted copies of the Nurem- 
berg laws; it participated in the 
deportation of Jews in Poland; it 
dissolved the trade unions and sup- 
pressed the free press; it created 
a French Legion as a kind of 8S. A. 
(German storm troops); it turned 
over Indo-China to the Japanese 
and thus enabled the Japanese to 
attack us; it ordered the French 
fleet to shoot at the British in 
Mers-El-Kebir and Dakar; it or- 
dered resistance in Syria and 
Madagascar; it produced arma- 
ments for the German war effort 
and recruited French volunteers 
for the Nazi war against Russia; 
it never even requested the French 
fleet to join us until it was too 
late; on the contrary, it ordered 
resistance to us in Morocco and 
Algiers and caused the deaths of 
an unknown number of French- 
men and Americans.

A Reply to Dr. Usher. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AST week Dr. Roland.Greene Usher 

discussed over KSD the history, géo- 

graphy, races and some of the military 
aspects of the North African colonies 
invaded by the Allied forces. He empha- 
sized and reiterated that the natives of 
Algeria, Morocco and Tunisia were “not 
of Negroid stock.” He then pointed out 
that the history of North Africa was in 
reality one of glorious tradition and cul- 
ture of which “any nation might well 
be proud.” 

Whether it was intended or not, the 
implication was shockingly clear to thou- 
sands of thoughtful listeners that were. 
these natives of North Africa mixed 
with, descended from or of Negroid 
stock, history would have had little to 
note, and no such glorious traditions 
would ever have been possible. 

Even if this assumption were true, 
such a statement is unfortunate and un- 
timely. American Negro troops were 
among the first ashore in the recent land- 
ing in Algeria and Morocco, and for many 
months past American Negro troops with 
other Negro soldiers of the Allied armies 
have been among those gloriously help- 
ing in the rout of Rommel. 

Ethnically, Dr. Usher knows there is 
no such thing as a pure race. He has 
reiterated that often before on the Aryan 
myth promulgated by Hitler and his 
minions. How surprising it is then to 
hear him affirm now that the natives of 
Northern Africa are pure, particularly 
as regards “Negroid strains.” Ethnol- 
ogists and anthropologists have long 
since shown that the Negroid strain is 
just as prevalent in the majority of the 
natives of these regions, as any other 
“strain” is, 

One of the overwhelmingly large native 
groups, for example, that have inhabited 
Algeria, Morocco and Tunisia for thou- 
sands of years, as today, is the Berber 
stock. It has a strong ethnic Negroid 
strain. There is no purely native group 

in North Africa today that has not 
been touched, lightly or deeply, by this 
ethnic strain for the last 2000 years. 
Even the proud Arabs have been so 
mixed with this strain ever since they 
overran North Africa and Spain as “the 
Moors” in the eighth century. Indeed, 
not a few of the proud Pharaohs of 
Egypt were of “Nubian stock,” or “Ethi- 
opian stock,” or “Negroid stock.” 

Dr. Usher has always stood as one of 
the great liberals of our city and ‘coun- 
try. His utterances last’ week, therefore, 
come as a distinct surprise and shock. 
Perhaps he may find the time to clarify 
these curious statements. eG eenke by 

Certainly this is a time as never be- 
fore, when ogres like Bilbo rise in our 
Congress to filibuster to death the rights 
of millions of Negro and white Ameri- 
cans to vote, that we all need to begin 
doing some straight thinking on this mat- 
ter of the so-called superior and in- 
ferior races, either by accidental implica- 
tion or otherwise.

_ WE WIN ROUND 2, 

A major sea victory of World War II, both from | 
the point of ships sunk and from strategic im- 
portance, has been won by our Navy in the three-day 
running battle that began early on the morning of 
Noy. 13 in the Solomon Islands area, Final reports 
are. not in and there is, of ¢ourse, the chance that 
the unreported happenings on the last night of the 
battle may greatly increase the losses on one or both 
sides. / 

‘Nevertheless, our Navy, aided by MacArthur's 
planes, cértainly has smashed the Jap warships and. 
troop ships that were driving for the vital Guadal- | 
canal sector. Vice Admiral Halsey’s display of ag- 
gressive action, for which he already has made a 
name in the Solomons, has resulted in the Jap loss 
of one battleship, three heavy and two light cruisers, 
five destroyers and 12 transports believed to have 
been loaded with 24,000 soldiers. The cost to us 
was only two cruisers and six destroyers. The main 
thing, of course, is that the Japs were completely 
frustrated in their attempts to. land an overpower- 
ing force on Guadalcanal and to cripple our naval 
forces in the Southwestern Pacific. ~ 
The stories of personal heroism-have not yet be- 
gun to roll in, but when they do,.it is safe to say 
that the deeds of personal valor in this battle will. 
add much luster to the Navy’s fame. Most of the 
heavy fighting appears to have occurred at nig ’ 
when almost anything can and does happen. Rear 
Admiral Daniel J. Callaghan succeeded in maneuver- 
ing his heavy cruiser between two sections of the 
Jap fleet and hammering a battleship at close range. 
He died a hero’s death when his lightly armored 
ship was struck by heavy shells. 

The damage that his cruiser, the San Francisco, 
suffered when pounded by 14-inch shells must have 
been severe. Thus far, the Navy has not given out 
any information along the line of ships damaged on 
our side. In this respect, it is well to temper op- 
timism and exhilaration over our victory by remem- 
bering that the great Jap naval base, Truk, is far 
closer to the scene of action than is Pearl Harbor, 
our corresponding base. Damaged Jap ships have a 
better chance of reaching port than ours do, and 
they can be repaired more quickly. 

Until we know the results of the last fighting, on 
the night of Nov. 14-15, and the score on ships dam- 
aged, we do not know the exact degree of our vic- 
tory. There also is the fact that four Jap cargo 
transports did manage to reach Guadalcanal where 
they were found beached and promptly destroyed: 

As Secretary of the ser Knox cautioned this 
morning, we have won onlyRound 2, and there may 
well be a Round 3. And although the Japs lost 
a battleship, it is reported to be an old one of 1912 
vintage. They still have a sizable navy left de- 
spite their total losses in the Pacific. They are 
concentrated in one ocean and we are divided in 
seven oceans. We have just opened our new lifeline 
to Africa. So, althqugh things are going fine right 
now, we have a lot of irons in the fire, May we 
continue to tend them well! 
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FINE IDEA, BUT WHY THE DELAY? 

The double-feature movie program, long a bur- 
den on theater owners and an affliction for many 
of their customers, is going to be abolished in St.

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ABOUT BIZERTE. 

The North African front is some 1400 miles long, 
and the fighting now is focusing toward one point: 
Bizerte. This Tunisian port, on the northernmost tip 
of Africa, is a prize both for its location and for 
its facilities. ‘ 

Bizerte is only 120 miles from Sardinia, 150 miles 
from Sicily, 300 miles from. Corsica, 400 miles from 
Toulon, Small wonder that the Axis has chosen 
it as a place for.a last stand in Africa. * 

As a naval base, Bizerte ranked second only to 
Toulon in the days of French. glory, and was called 
“the Gibraltar of France.” There is a great natural 
harbor, made up of three connected basins, large 
enough to hold the greatest modern fleet. The 
French, after they got it in 1881, spent millions in 
dredging and in building forts, a big arsenal,. bar- 
racks, wharves, warehouses, repair shops, oil tanks 
and other works. 

Bizerte has a history, too. It has been held in 
turn by Phoenicians, Tyrians, Romans, Arabs, Turks, 
pirates, Spaniards and French. After the Soviet 
forces had put down the White Russian counter- 
revolution in 1920, the remnants of Wrangel’s fleet 
found refuge there. 

More history is going to be written at Bizerte.

sending supplies and that, in general, we sent them 
in greater numbers and at a faster pace after Pearl 
Harbor than before.

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FOOTNOTE ON THE SCRAP DRIVE. 

It has become necessary to write & disappointing 
footnote to the splendid story of the school chil- 
dren’s scrap drive. The youngsters left no stone 
unturned to find this valuable material, but Sunday’s 
volunteer effort to get it from school yard to sorting 
yard was a failure. While it was planned to transport 
about 1300 tons during the day, only 600 tons were 
moved. ; 

This means that a total of about about 1400 tons 
still remains in the school yards. There is also a 
considerable amount still scattered around the city.

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A JOB FOR THE COMPTROLLER GENERAL: 

Representative Cochran, the St. Louis watchdog 
of the Federal Treasury, has taken exception to the 
demand of three of his colleagues—Representatives. 
Martin, Dirksen and Disney—for authorization of a 
congressional investigation of alleged waste and 
extravagance in the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment. Congress, he said, already has this power. 

It is vested in the Comptroller General, who, is 
responsible, not to the President, but to Congress. The 
only difficulty is that he has never been given the 
funds necessary for a thorough investigation. 

As Cochran points out, the Comptroller General’s 
office has the familiarity with the everyday work- 
ings of all of the Federal departments which would 
be of great help in a real job of fact-finding. Also, 
its investigation could be a continuing one, ferreting 
out waste whether or not there was a public clamor 
for economy at the moment. 

Congressional committees have been of great serv- 
ice to the nation as fact-finders. But it does take 
time to organize them, and their life is limited. When 
there 4s a well-equipped. agency ready to do the job 
and to keep on doing it session after session, why 
does not Congress avail itself of its services? 
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RADIO ROME CALLS THE TURN. 

From Radio Rome last Nov, 4 came this bit from 
an Italian war commentator: “No other theater of 
war in the whole world holds such momentous pes- 
sibilities. The Mediterranean, opened once more, to 
British traffic, would be the first stride toward a 
larger field of action for the British fleet. The 
war depends on the fleet.” 

It is most unusual to find Axis propaganda con- 
taining any degree of accuracy. These few lines 
are amazing. Or can it be that Virginio Gayda, 
Mussolini’s mouthpiece, has begun a subtle campaign 
to cheer the United Nations on to a victory that 
will free Italy, as well as the rest of Europe, from 
Nazi domination?

A fighting man by nature and a blunt man by 
disposition, Texas-born Lieut. Gen, Dwight (Ike) 
Eisenhower characteristically blurted out the other 
day: “Hell, I’m not seeing enough of this darn war.” 
As the A. P. correspondent put it in yesterday’s 
dispatch: “Eisenhower sometimes gives the impres- 
sion that he would like to trade his job as supreme 
commander of the greatest amphibious force ever 
created fora rifle and a good front-line spot.”

EPORTS on manpower are becoming 
R as numerous as reports on war produc- 
tion were a few months ago. 

It was only ‘last month that the Tolan 
Committee came forward with its excellent 
study of the existing void that should be 
occupied by a national manpower policy. 
More recently, the Management-Labor Pol- 
icy Committee of the War Manpower Com- 
mission brought in some enlightening com- 
ments, 

The Brookings Institution then contribut- 
ed a study which shows that we cannot 
possibly equip an Army of the size now 
contemplated without drastic action on the 
manpower front. And now the Kilgore Sub- 
committee on Manpower—a branch of the 
Truman Committee—has brought in anoth- 
er constructive list of suggestions as to 
what should be done. 

Each investigating group has drawn its 
own conclusions, and there are some dif- 
ferences of approach and of final emphasis. 
Yet certain conclusions stand out from 


these reports with unmistakable clarity. 
⸗ J ⸗ 


First, there is general agreement that ad- 
ministration of the manpower program must 
be centralized. At present authority is 
diffused. Final responsibility seems to rest 
nowhere, with the result that we have no 
national manpower policy worthy of the 
name, 

There is a justifiable sting in the com- 
ment of the Kilgore Committee that the 
public has been criticised and threatened 
by coercion for failure to co-operate in a 
non-existent program. 

Second, it is crystal-clear that we are not 
now utilizing our manpower already in war 
plants to full capacity. The Management- 
Labor Policy Committee calls for “maxi- 
mum utilization of labor” and for “elimina- 
tion of all barriers, restrictions and obstruc- 
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tions” now preventing accomplishment of 
that aim. 

More bluntly, the Kilgore Committee de- 
clared that “the work week should be 
lengthened to at least .48 hours wherever 
practicable”; that “labor hoarding should 
be stopped,” and that foolish union rules 
which require “the services of three or four 
men to do a job that one could do more 
quickly alone” be abolished. 

Third, there seems to be general agree- 
ment that compulsory service before our 
working force has been properly organized 
for voluntary service would be putting 
the cart before the horse, Do not try to 
force men to work for freedom and for 
country, these advisers say with the har- 
mony of a chorus, without giving them a 


chance to co-operate. 
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But volunteering for the armed services 
should be stopped, except in cases where 
the volunteer can be spared without hurt- 
ing war production or essential civilian in- 
dustry. In numerous instances, says the 
Kilgore Committee, “unrestricted recruiting 
has seriously disrupted production.” 

In effect, these numerous committees 
have done what the War Manpower Com- 
mission has failed to do, that is, to out- 
line a national manpower policy. They sum 
up to a convincing indictment of the WMC’s 
inactivity. They carry to the President's 
desk a powerful 
forward-looking action on this front. For 
an offensive abroad cannot be supported 
by an unsystematic, policy at home, 

With so much convincing support for 
bold and forthright action to straighten out 
the manpower muddle, the President can- 
not afford to hesitate. To do so would be 
to blunt the edge of the militant enthusi- 
asm to which our offensive in Africa has 
given rise, .

Demand for 19-Cent Rise Per 
Hundredweight Sent to 
Washington. ' 


Demands that the Department of 
Agrculture enforce its order of 
Oct. 4, which specified that there 
should be an increase of 19 cents 
per hundredweight for Class 1 milk 
in the St. Louis area, were tele- 


graphed to Washington yesterday 
by the three co-operatives which 
produce 95 per cent of the milk in 
this area. 

The telegram was addressed to 
Tom Stitts, chief of the dairy and 
poultry branch, Agricultural Mar- 
keting Administration, and was 
signed by J. King Eaton, president, 
Sanitary Milk Producers’ Associ- 
ation; Milton M. Mueller, presi- 
dent, Square Deai Milk Produc- 
ers’ Association, and Dr. J. F. Don- 
nell, president, Co-operative Milk 
Producers of Missouri. 

Representatives of the three co- 
operatives said they protested vig- 
orously against the action of St. 
Louis milk handlers who declined 
to pay the 19-cent increase and 
who, instead, are placing an 
amount equal to the increase in 
eacrow in a bank. Karl P. Spen- 
cer, counsel for the dealers, said 
it would range from $49,000 to $55,- 
000 monthly. : 

Spencer said that a pre-hearing 
conference will be held in Wash- 
ington Friday, at which attorneys 
will present arguments against the 
price of $3.44 per hundredweight, 
which was ordered Oct. 4 “The 
Department of Agriculture builds 
a floor on price when it sets a 
price that must be paid to milk 
producers,” Spencer said. “The 
Office of Price Administration sets 
a ceiling price at which dealers sell. 
When the floor is moved up, the 
dealers are squeezed. We want to 
work out a more satisfactory ar- 
rangement.” 

The Square Deal Milk Producers’ 
Associatiuon and the Co-operative 
Milk Producers of Missouri also 
issued a joint statement declaring 
that the producers would move at 
once to exhaust every means of 
forcing compliance with the higher 
price order, and that a milk strike 
would be a last resort. 


FOOD RATIONING PREDICTIONS 
SAID TO CAUSE NEW SHORTAGES 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17 (AP).— 
The American Institute of Food 
Distribution reported today consu- 
mer buying in the wake of the 
coffee rationing announcement and 
predictions of other restrictions to 
come was depleting stocks of 
wholesale, chain and independent 
grocers, 

“Developing shortages of food 
have nearly every one in the trade 
seriously alarmed,” it commented.

Economical Menus

Kidney Bean Soup. 


Two and one-half slices bacon, 
two and one-half tablespoons ba- 
con drippings, two medium sized 
onions, three-fourths cup finely 
diced celery, one and one-half 
tablespoons finely diced green pep- 
pers, three small carrots, one and 
one-half cups water, one teaspoon 
salt, two cups cooked drained kid- 
ney beans, one cup canned to- 
matoes, one tablespoon chopped 
parsley. 

Pan fry bacon until crisp and 
remove bacon from skillet; there 
should be about two and one-half 
tablespoons bacon drippings in the 
skillet. Chop one onion and saute 
in the drippings with celery and 
green pepper, for about five min- 
utes. Slice carrots and add with 
water and salt to skillet; cover 
and simmer about five minutes. 
Meanwhile rub beans through a 
coarse sieve, gradually adding one- 
half cup water to the beans while 
pressing them through. There 
should be one and one-half cups 
puree. Grate the remaining onion 
to extract juice and add one table- 
spoon onion juice with puree and 


tomatoes to the hot vegetable mix- . 


ture. Serve hot with crisp bacon 
and chopped parsley sprinkled over 
the top.

Tuberculosis

HE modern treatment of tu- 
berculosig has advanced along 
many lines that do not have 
strictly to do with the actual med- 
ical treatment.. These are conces- 
sions to the fact that the tuber- 


culosis patient is a human being, - 


has a mind and needs something 
to occupy it during the process of 
cure. They are psychological and 
humanitarian in scope. 

Rest is still the essential feature 
of tuberculosis treatment, whether 
there is some surgical manipula- 
tion such as pneumothorax done or 
not. And rest in tuberculosis 
treatment really means rest. It 
means rest in bed for at least the 
first six months every day, both 
day and night, and perhaps practi- 
cal rest with limited activity for a 
year or more after that. 

Now you can read just so much, 
even if you like to read. And you 
can knit or play solitaire just so 
long before your mind begins to 
get fuzzy. So the rest becomes 
quite a burden. 

ee 


IN FACT, in the old days the 
prospective patient dreaded the 
rest more than he did any other 
feature of the.treatment. And 
when he got started to resting, he 
didn’t relish it any better than he 
did in the anticipation. 

But every hospital for the care 
of the tuberculous invalid now 
has special workers whose sole 
duty it is to make the enforced 
rest profitable and free from 
boredom. I know of a watch- 
maker and repairer who was en- 
couraged to keep on with his vo- 
cation, at least part time, even 
while he was in bed. 


Occupational therapy of a light 
kind is instituted as soon as prac- 
ticable and many people learn a 
trade in a tuberculosis sanita- 
rium, Of course, the radio has 
been a god-send té such patients. 
It often requires considerable in- 
genuity to work out something the 
patient will be able to do and 
which interests him, but that is 
the job of the occupational thera- 
pist and phychologist.

THERE IS NO reason why chil- 
dren who are under treatment for 
tuberculosis should interrupt their 
school work. In the best institu- 
tions a light, airy school room is 
fitted up and beds are wheeled in 
and serve instead of chairs, and 
special desks like bed trays are 
used, When the children “gradu- 
ate’ from such an _ institution, 
they are not behind other chil- 
dren of their age in education. 

Tuberculosis work you see, has 
assumed vast ramifications. It is 
far different from the old days 
when the patient was regarded 
as a kind of pariah. 

To eradicate tuberculosis and 
to keep up the mental and spirit- 
ual development of the patients 
with tuberculosis while undergo- 
ing treatment is the duty of all 
of us. It costs money. Do your
